pattern of perforations provided in the tubular 5ection4s selected to modify the expansion 
characteristics of the section and thereby constrain the expansion of the underlying stent, at least 
a portion of the tubular section comprising at least one therapeutic agent. 
Claim 33. (Previously presented) The stent of claim 1 Virherein, Ihe stent retaining segment is 
further constructed and arranged to elute the at least one therapeutic agent upon degradation of 
the at least a portion of the segment.
